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Supplemental Election/Restriction 

Applicant's Reply filed January 26, 2007 has been received and entered into the 
application. Therein, Applicant has elected the invention of Group I, claims 1-15 and 51. The 
remaining claims have been canceled. In light of such cancellation, the requirement for 
restriction is now moot and thus is here withdrawn . 

A cursory search of relevant data bases has revealed a significant number of species of 
claim elements, i.e., estrogenic compounds, progestin agents and androgen compounds. 
Concurrent consideration of all such species is not reasonable and therefore, the following 
election of species is required so as to facilitate examination. 

This application contains claims directed a plethora of (i) estrogenic compound species, 
(ii) progestin agent species, and, if elected , (iii) an androgen compound, which are classified 
throughout class 514, the subclass depending on the particular estrogenic compound, progestin 
agent and optionally, an androgen compound. 

For the purposes of examination, Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species of (i) estrogenic compound and (ii) progestin agent and identify if the 
invention to be examined either includes or excludes the administration of (iii) an androgen 
compound, (see claims 8-9), for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted 
if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Should an androgen compound be included, a 
specific androgen should be identified. Currently, none of the claims are specific to a particular 
estrogenic compound, progestin agent and, where applicable, an androgen compound. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
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thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1. 141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.
